REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS. 


SCHOOL  NO.  1. 

This  school  during  the  year  was  again  assigned  to  Miss 
Lizzie  E.  Roberts. 

With  past  experience  acquired  and  a  pleasant  school  to 
teach,  we  felt  assured  that  this  school  would  be  a  success 
in  point  of  interest,  attendance,  and  discipline. 

Our  visits  proved  this  to  be  the  case.  A  commendable 
degree  of  advancement  was  made,  and  the  pupils  showed  a 
proficiency  in  the  studies  pursued. 

SCHOOL  NO.  2. 

The  spring  and  fall  terms  were  again  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  May  S.  Boston  of  Biddeford,  who  is  an  experienced 
teacher,  and  who  has  had  some  training  in  the  Gorham 
Normal  school  which  enabled  her  to  introduce  some  new 
methods  of  teaching,  and  thus  to  inspire  her  pupils  to  do 
more  and  better  work. 

Miss  Boston  is  quite  a  strict  disciplinarian ;  is  a  thorough 
instructor;  carries  her  work  along  in  a  systematic  and 
orderly  manner.  But  it  appeared  to  us  that  there  was  not 
quite  mutual  sympathy  enough  existing  between  pupils  and 
teacher  to  make  the  work  easy  and  pleasant. 

The  pupils  present  at  the  close  of  this  term  showed  dur- 
ing the  examination  that  like  the  former  term  the  pupils  had 
made  good  advancement  and  thoroughness  characterized  the 
work  of  the  teacher. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Clinton  F.  Warren,  a 


* 
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member  of  the  school  hoard.    Mr.  Warren  has  had  quite 

an  e  xperience  in  teaching. 

He  is  thoroughly  posessed  with  the  idea  that  pupils  are 

sent  to  school  to  obey  the  teache  r,  and  to  receive  proper  in 
structions  in  the  branches  taught.    The  school  appeared 
well  at  both  visits  and  a  pleasant  feeling  existed  between 
the  pupils  and  teacher,  and  we  were  satisfied  with  the  re- 
sults of  the  teacher's  efforts. 

SCHOOL  NO.  3. 

Miss  Martie  Tibbetts  was  assigned  this  school. 
The  spring  and  fall  terms  were,  we  consider,  profitable 
terms. 

The  teacher  put  forth  her  best  endeavors  to  make  these 
schools  a  success,  and  parents  always  give  the  teachers  a 
hearty  co-operation  and  support  if  it  is  possible. 

The  teacher  soon  won  the  love  of  her  pupils  and  a  kindly 
feeling  existed  throughout  these  schools.  The  discipline 
of  the  school  was  of  a  mild  order,  and  we  trust  the  pupils 
took  no  advantage  of  this. 

We  carefully  noted  the  work  accomplished,  and  the  re- 
sults were  satisfactory. 

The  attendance  was  not  so  good  during  the  winter  term, 
but  the  results  gave  general  satisfaction. 

SCHOOL  NO.  4. 

Miss  Margie  Goodwin  of  Dayton,  taught  the  spring  and 
fall  terms.  She  came  to  this  school  directly  from  the  Gor- 
ham  Normal  school  having  received  such  training  in  this 
school  which  insures  success  to  one  who  is  possessed  with 
an  aptitude  to  teach. 

Miss  Goodwin  is  a  conscientious  worker  and  alive  to 
every  interest  of  school -work.  The  aim  of  the  teacher  was 
to  place  this  school  upon  a  higher  plane  of  excellence  and 
in  this  she  was  successful.  The  interest,  attendance  and 
discipline  was  good  throughout  these  terms  of  school. 
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The  pupils  made  a  good  degree  of  proficiency. 

Mr.  W.  I.  Burke  of  Kemiebunkport  taught  the  winter 
term.  This  was  his  first  school.  He  is  a  student  of  Bates 
college,  and  came  well  recommended. 

The  discipline  was  not  qutte  up  to  the  standard,  espec- 
ially at  the  first,  but  at  the  close  I  was  quite  well  pleased 
with  the  appearance  of  the  school,  and  a  commendable  de- 
gree of  progress  was  made,  and  with  more  experience  I  see 
no  reason  why  greater  success  will  not  crown  his  efforts. 

SCHOOL  NO.  5. 

Miss  Maud  Smith  who  assumed  charge  of  the  spring  term 
labored  under  unfavorable  circumstances.  Everything  in 
and  around  the  school  room,  I  was  pleased  to  notice,  had  a 
neat  and  pleasing  appearance. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  school  at  all  of  my  visits 
was  good. 

The  average  attendance  was  excellent,  and  we  feel  that 
as  far  as  the  teacher  was  able  to  do  that  she  tried  to  interest 
and  instruct  the  pupils  in  all  the  branches  taught,  and- bet- 
ter results  followed  than  was  anticipated. 

By  a  unanimous  consent  of  the  parents  and  a  permission 
by  the  school  committee,  your  superintendent  took  charge 
of  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

I  found  the  pupils  ready  and  willing  to  do  their  part.  I 
am  aware  that  I  may  have  failed  to  come  up  to  a  standard 
of  teaching  which  this  school  requires. 

But  I  tried  to  work  with  and  for  the  interest  of  this  school 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  I  leave  the  results  of  these 
schools  in  your  hands  to  pass  upon.  I  have  to  thank  the 
parents  of  this  school  for  the  hearty  co-operation  that  I  re- 
ceived at  your  hands  in  order  to  help  make  these  schools  a 
success.  I  am  pleased  to  repart  that  the  interest  and  at- 
tendance of  these  schools  was  good  throughout  these  terms 
of  school.    The  following  pupils  were  not  absent  during  16 
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weeks,  with  the  first  two  exceptions ;  Bertha  F.  'Wakefield, 
Etta  S.  Wakefield,  who  were  not  absent  for  ten  weeks; 
Estella  M.  Huff,  Chester  H.  Davis,  Edith  Davis,  Charles 

J.  Maddox  and  Carrie  E.  Davis. 

SCHOOL  NO.  6. 

Miss  Vehna  R  Nason  taught  the  spring  term. 
This  school  was  quiet  and  orderly  at  both  visits,  and  ap- 
peared well. 

As  the  school  was  small  it  is  a  difficult  task  to  keep  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  up  to  a  very  high  order. 

The  advancement  made  was  satisfactory,  as  the  pupils 
needed  reviews  all  along  the  line  of  work,  which  was  given. 

The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  placed  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Maud  Smith. 

Those  who  were  present  at  all  my  visits  seemed  to  be 
busy  and  interested  in  all  their  studies  and  made  fair  pro- 
gress. The  discipline  was  good.  It  seemed  that  the 
teacher  tried  to  interest  and  advance  her  pupils,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  she  labored  under  adverse  circum  - 
stances. 

SCHOOL  NO.  7. 

Miss  Emma  M.  Hill  of  Kennebunkport,  has  had  a  large 
experience  in  teaching,  having  taught  47  terms  of  school, 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  three  terms  of  school. 

I  found  at  ever}'  visit  I  made,  this  school  moving  along 
well;  good  work  was  done,  good  methods  of  teaching  were 
employed. 

The  school  was  one  of  the  best  reviewed  schools 'which  I 
visited,  the  progress  was  good.  The  teacher  was  read}'  to 
carry  out  any  suggestion  of  mine  or  to  teach  any  branch  re  - 
quired.  I  think  if  the  parents  had  made  frequent  visits  to 
this  school  and  noted  the  character  of  the  school  work  that 
more  sympathy  for  the  teacher  would  have  been  expressed 
and  the  pupils  and  teacher  would  have  been  stimulated  to 
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have  called  forth  every  energy,  and  greater  attainments 
would  have  been  the  results. 

However,  under  some  embarrassments  which  the  teacher 
labored,  only  general  satisfaction  was  given. 

SCHOOL  NO.  8. 

Miss  Nora  E.  Meserve  of  Dayton,  was  again  assigned  this 
school. 

She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Gorham  Normal  school,  and  in- 
troduces the  normal  methods  of  teaching  as  far  as  practica- 
ble ;  and  has  the  ability  of  imparting  to  others  the  knowl  - 
edge  which  she  has  acquired,  in  a  pleasant  and  orderly 
manner,  so  as  to  win  the  praise  and  love  of  her  pupils. 

The  topical  method  of  teaching  was  employed  which  we 
would  commend  to  all  our  teachers  to  adopt. 

These  schools  were  eminently  a  success  in  point  of  at- 
tendance, thoroughness  and  the  advancement  made. 

SCHOOL  NO.  9. 

Miss  Ella  O.  Nason  was  again  assigned  this  school,  hav- 
ing had  charge  of  it  for  several  years  past. 

Miss  Nason  is  at  home  in  the  school  room ;  takes  a  lively 
interest  in  all  her  pupils  and  is  a  worker  in  the  school  room 
and  thus  she  commends  herself  to  the  favor  of  your  super  - 
intendent. 

She  does  not  follow  the  slip -shod  plan  of  teaching,  but 
is  pains -taking  in  all  school  work.  This  school  was  under 
a  fine  discipline.  I  noticed  that  the  pupils  did  all  their 
work  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner.  The  interest  and  at- 
tendance of  this  school  was  maintained  to  the  last. 

I  made  a  record  of  the  work  done,  as  well  as  in  all  the 
other  schools,  and  the  results  of  this  school  was  satis- 
factory.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  and  in  compliance  with 
the  law,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  our 
schools.  In  assuming  the  responsibility  incumbent  upon 
this  office,  I  was  aware,  as  well  as  those  of  the  official 
board ;  that  any  action  taken  by  us  would  be  passed  upon , 
and  criticisms  would  be  indulged  in. 

But  I  have  invariably  followed  this  rule  the  past  year, 
to  keep  silent  under  criticism  unless  an  explanation  or 
denial  will  serve  some  purpose. 

The  committee  elected  and  assigned  the  teachers  to  the 
several  schools,  and  I  was  delegated  to  fill  any  vacancy 
-which  might  occur;  therefore  I  was  not  responsible  for  the 
assignment  of  the  teachers  alone ;  but  it  rests  alike  upon  the 
official  board.  There  appears  to  be  a  prevailing  feeling  in 
town  in  regard  to  employing  our  own  teachers;  the  com- 
mittee acted  upon  their  own  convictions,  and  the  same 
teachers  were  employed. 

There  were  four  teachers  imported,  however.  The  most 
of  our  teachers  were  experienced,  and  some  had  received  a 
Normal  training,  two  were  inexperienced,  but  one  of  these 
had  received  a  Normal  training. 

The  time  has  passed  whether  it  would  be  considered  ad  - 
visable  to  employ  only  experienced  teachers,  or  those  who 
have  received  a  special  training  for  the  work.  Our  schools 
and  the  times,  demand  that  teachers  should  qualify  them- 
selves before  attempting  to  fill  the  teachers'  vocation.  That 
the  failure  of  some  teachers  is  due  in  part,  to  want  of  pre- 
paration for  the  work,  is  patent  to  all. 

I  made  some  personal  comments  at  the  commencement  of 
this  report,  following  my  predecessor,  which  custom,  I  be- 
lieve, ought  to  have  been  discarded  long  ago,  but  to  satisfy 
those  who  like  to  know  somewhat  of  the  merits  and  de- 
merits of  our  teachers,  I  embodied  a  brief  summary  of  my 
inspection  of  the  characteristics  of  the  teachers,  and  the 
work  accomplished. 
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I  noticed  the  following  hinderances  which  were  a  detri- 
ment to  good  work ;  some  teachers  allowed  their  pupils  to 
interrupt  them  often  times,  with  silly  questions,  which,  if 

lor  no  Othor  reason,  is  a  breech  ol  good  manners,  and  ought 
not  to  be  allowed. 

There  were  some  who  did  not  use  the  blackboard  but  a 
little;  but  I  can't  imagine  how  teachers  could  teach  arith- 
metic and  algebra  successfully  without  the  use  of  the  board. 

I  observed  that  teachers,  as  a  rule,  assist  their  pupils  too 
much. 

I  believe  that  pupils  should  rely  more  upon  themselves, 
for  self-reliance  strengthens  the  pupil's  ability  to  do,  and 
too  much  assistance  weakens  his  ability. 

I  think  that  whispering  ought  to  be  abolished  in  all  our 
schools,  and  I  am  sorry  that  some  teachers  did  not  restrict 
it  in  the  least.  I  have  observed  that  a  whispering  school 
is  generally  a  noisy  one. 

Some  of  the  teachers  were  a  little  too  lax  in  discipline. 
I  believe  it  is  one  of  the  prerequisites  of  a  teacher  to  help 
mold  the  character  of  his  or  her  pupils  by  always  insisting 
upon  prompt  obedience,  and  thus  they  would  be  enabled  to 
resist  the  temptation  to  do  wrong. 

I  believe  that  teachers  should  be  punctual  in  every  de- 
partment of  school  work,  and  puqils  be  required  to  be 
prompt  and  obedient  to  all  the  rules  in  this  direction. 

In  order  to  place  our  schools  upon  a  higher  plane  of  ex  - 
cellence,  I  believe  that  the  topical  method  of  teaching 
should  be  more  generally  employed  as  the  text  book  is  but 
little  relied  upon. 

I  introduced  this  method  of  teaching  in  some  of  our 
schools  and  excellent  results  followed. 

I  would  urge  upon  the  parents  and  teachers  to  exercise 
greater  care  in  the  use  and  loan  of  the  text  books. 

See  to  it  that  the  books  are  used  and  not  abused. 

I  furnished  each  school  with  two  different  maps  which  in 
the  hands  of  the  teacher,  is  a  great  help  in  teaching  geogra- 
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phy.  We  also  furnished  the  school  with  ink,  paper,  pens, 
writing  books,  and  blank -books.  I  supplemented  arith- 
metics at  two  different  times,  and  supplied  the  schools  with 
Gilberts'  spelling  book. 

I  recommended  that  the  Southward  andGoddard's  gram- 
mar be  displaced,  and  one  which  is  better  adapted  to  our 
schools  and  which  is  commended  by  our  teachers,  be 
adopted. 

If  parents  would  more  frequently  visit  the  schools  and 
co-operate  more  fully  with  the  teachers,  I  am  sure  that  a 
bond  of  mutual  sympathy  would  exist,  and  that  often  times 
a  little  feeling  which  was  manifested  against  the  teacher  in 
some  of  our  schools  would  not  exist. 

I  was  not  called  upon  during  the  school  year  by  either 
parents  or  teachers  to  visit  and  adjust  any  differences  in  the 
schools.  But  if  there  is  ground  for  complaint,  and  there 
was  some  during  the  year,  I  believe  that  the  Superintendent 
should  be  apprized  of  all  the  facts. 

My  attention  was  called  to  a  few  things  which  were  ad- 
justed. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  enumerated  were  246. 

Number  registered  in  spring  and  summer  terms  were  148  ; 
average  attendance  134;  number  registered  in  fall  and  win- 
ter were  168;  average  attendance  134. 

I  feel  grateful  to  all  for  your  hearty  co-operation  and 
support.

To  see  if  the  town  will  take  some  action  on  the 
petition  of  Sylvester  Drown  and  others  in  regard  to  laying 
out  a  road  from  his  residence  to  the  road  leading  from  Ken  - 
nebunk  to  Alfred. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  list  of  jurors 
as  revised  by  the  municipal  officers.
